Several Sierra Madre residents, who attended 
the City Council study session Tuesday evening, 
were eager to explain why they did not think the 
No. 1 Golf driving range would work in Sierra 
Madre. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai explained that the possi¬ 
bility of building a golf driving range over some 
of the spreading basins is in the embryonic stage 
and that the council is just listening at this point. 

"This is just a preliminary hearing. We will 
have additional hearings. This is an attempt to 
disseminate information," he said. 

However, citizens asked about lighting,, irrig¬ 
ating the grass, possible noise emitted and the 
netting which would be necessary to catch wild 
balls. And they wanted to know about the long¬ 
term risk to the city, who would manage the pro¬ 
perty, what was the city’s liability if there would¬ 
n’t be the turnout hoped for.

According to John Thurman, interim police 
chief, Sean Joyce, acting city administrator. Fire 
Chief Ed T^racy, Thurman and two citizens from 
the community will do oral interviews on Feb. 16 
of the three candidates. Then the City Council 
will interview all three men in preparation to 
making the final choice of police chief sometime 
this month. 

Jaakola, 51, is presently a lieutenant with the 
Palos Verdes Estates Police Department and is 
support division commander of that department. 
He has a BA degree from the University of Red¬ 
lands and graduated from the FBI National 
Academy. He lives in Redondo Beach. 

Petitt, 47, is now a sergeant with the Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs Department and he 
lives in Pasadena with his wife. He is assigned to 
the Datasystems Tureau of Technical Services 
Division there. Petitt has a BA from the Univer¬ 
sity of Redlands and an MBA from the Universi¬ 
ty of La Verne. 

Surgent, 51, is now a lieutenant in the Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs Department and is 
charge commander of the Child Abuse Unit. He 
lives in San Dimas with his wife, and they have 
three grown children, two sons and a daughter. 
Surgent has a BS from Rutgers University and a 
Masters degree in science from California State 
University, Los Angeles. He is also a graduate of 
the U.S. Army Command and General Staff Col¬ 
lege. 
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The driving range would be financed by a 
construction project of between $600,000 and 
$800,000 that would be privately financed by in¬ 
vestors obtained by No. 1 Golf. Because the pro¬ 
ject would be privately funded and any lease 
terms agreed to by the city would be designed to 
limit our finance exposure, the financial risk to 
the city would be limited. No. 1 Golf would 
assume the financial risk for the project. 

The city would control and still own the land 
even though the spreading basins would be used 
for the driving range. The company is aware the 
Sierra Madre’s local water delivery system is 
among the town’s most precious resources. De¬ 
livery of water to the 3600 water customers is of 
the uppermost importance. 

No. 1 Golf explained that vehicles would ac¬ 
cess the driving range from Sierra Madre Blvd. 
Parking would not be a problem because of the

for United Parcel 
effective Feb. 7 

The Sierra Madre News at 9 Kersting 
Court will become a shipping outlet for Unit¬ 
ed Parcel Service (UPS), a step up from its 
position for several years as a drop station. 
This new appointment will increase the capa¬ 
bilities of The News to include worldwide 
services and an increase in weight limit to 150 
pounds. 

UPS is also increasing its rates and that 
will be echoed in the cost of sending packages 
at The News as of Feb. 7. 

The News also handles payment of all of 
the utilities: Southern California Gas Com¬ 
pany; Southern California Edison; GTE (tele¬ 
phone) and TCI Cablevision. 

Both checks and cash are accepted during 
working hours, from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., and 
checks with the utility stubs may be dropped 
off through the door slot at all times of the 
day and night, to be processed the following 
day (or on Monday, if they are dropped 
through the slot over the weekend).

Nazareth Artinian makes it look so easy to 
last through this life until 100 years. He will turn 
one century old on Feb. 15 and the family is 
planning a party on Saturday, Feb. 12, at the 
Woman’s Club by invitation only. He has so 
many friends that the family had to draw the line 
in the invitations somewhere. 

Even though pressed for the secret of com¬ 
fortable longevity, Mr. Artinian answers simply,

phrase that he means "Take it easy. Life goes 
on."

Show was unveiled in Phoenix. A lot of culture 
critics complained that this stuff should not be 
called “art.” x 

No matter. A thousand cowboy art lovers 
came from New York west to California for the 
opening, and shelled out $1,300,000 just in the 
“pre-sale.” There are a whole bunch left if you 
are interested. 

An oil by Howard Terpning brought $185,000, 
proving again that all the “big bucks’ f ^are not 
at the rodeo’s bronco riding. 

Seems that the masses still appreciate things 
they can understand. 

Cowboy music isn’t grand opera, but a lot 
of folks in denim and broad-brimmed hats make 
a pretty good living with it. The ballad, “Mamas 
Don’t Let Your Sons Grow Up to be Cowboys” 
sold well, and recommended the kids “be law¬ 
yers and doctors” and such. They should have 
added cowboy artists as a preferred profession. 

Of course, all forms of culture can profit 
from good public relations and media blitz. 

Years ago, your National Gallery of Art in 
your national capital, borrowed the Mona Lisa 
for a while. Folks lined up for three blocks around 
the gallery to get a, look at the girl with the puzzling 


smile. The crowds passed, single file, within a 
few feet of Raphael’s magnificent “Alban Ma¬ 
donna,” but docents noted that almost no one 
took a second look at the lovely Mother. 

Many of our “art smart” seem to look for 
hidden meanings; psychological or cultural con¬ 
siderations or conflict, along with beauty or per¬ 
fection in paintings. 

New York’s Museum of Modern Art, 30 
years ago, displayed a canvas called “La Bateau,” 
by artist Henri Matisse. In 47 days, more than 
100,000 art lovers had seen the painting, proba¬ 
bly deciding for themselves if it was good, bad 
or otherwise, but were thrilled at having seen 
“the real Matisse,” before the staff noticed it 
was hung upside down. “Bateau, schmateau.” 

I have appreciated Gutzon Borglum who 
carved a whole mountain at Mt. Rushmore. 

He also sculpted a massive bust of Abe Lin¬ 
coln which resides in the U.S. Capitol. 

A serious lady asked the sculptor if thete 
was special significance in the fact that the stone 
Abe had only one ear. 

He responded, pleasantly, with delightful 
and rare candor, ‘‘Nope! Damn chisel just 
slipped.”

Founder of Family Fiesta dies 


The Passionist Com¬ 
munity and staff of 
Mater Dolorosa Retreat 
Center announces the 
death of Rev. Isidore 
O’Reilly, C.P. Father 
Isidore is fondly re¬ 
membered by thousands 
of Mater Dolorosa 
retreatants. 

He served at the Re¬ 
treat Center form 1945 
to 1961, and as its dir¬ 
ector from 1947 to 
1960. He began the 
Mater Dolorosa Family 
Fiesta in 1947. Under 
his guidance and direc¬ 
tion the retreat house 
building was construct¬

Diseases of the 
urinary tract system including infection, blad¬ 
der stones, or tumors can cause frequent 
urination mimicking urinary incontinence. 
Metabolic diseases such as diabetes, kidney 
disease, liver disease, etc. can also cause 
frequent urination from them drinking a lot 
of water. It is important to rule out the other 
diseases with a urinalysis and blood test. If 
everything is negative, your veterinarian 
can prescribe medication that should help 
the urine leakage.

dodging missiles, 1 was in Cairo during the 
worst sand storm of the century, and I 
weathered the October fires here, but earth¬ 
quakes just terrify me. This one was just 
horrifying," he said. 

• John Sanford, new owner of Mary’s 
Market, was on duty with the California 
Army National Guard immediately following 
the earthquake on Jan. 17. He went immedi¬ 
ately to the 40th Division Headquarters in 
Los Alamitos where he runs the operation of 
G-3. His responsibility was for overall 
deployment so he went to all sites of the 
earthquake to examine them. 

"My primary mission was to organize 
the tent cities, making sure they had pure 
water and were comfortable. A thousand 
people would have been killed just in traffic 
accidents had the earthquake hit on a usual 
Monday morning and at 7:30 instead of 
when it hit. It’s a miracle," he said. 

John reported that members of the unit 
were calling in before they’d been notified, 
asking if they could help. 

The unit, in Van Nuys, sustained dam¬ 
age in the earthquake, had no power, and in 
spite of that, ran the whole operation. They 
ran the operations off field generators. The 
roof was damaged over the Army drill area, 
so they set up tents to support the homeless 
at their own site. That unit would have been 
a victim of this ’quake but they used their 
own resources to help others, he explained. 
This is the same unit that supported the 
Fourth of July Parade. Last year, members 
were responsible for the Hummve in the 
parade. 

"We plan for this throughout our train¬ 
ing, this disaster planning," he explained.

• Guns are always carefully checked 
first to make certain they are unloaded 
before further handling. 

• All guns are kept locked up and/or 
are equipped with trigger locks. 

• All ammunition is locked up in a 
location separate from firearms, and 
away from sources of heat and elec¬ 
tricity. 

• When handling a firearm, the muz¬ 
zle is always pointed in a safe direc¬ 
tion and horseplay is forbidden. 

If firearms are kept unloaded and 
stored, and ammunition is locked up, why 
would anyone need them for protection?

wife could work at night when the factory was 
closed to make a little more money. 

And another dream was realized in 1923, 
when he and his wife and their daughter, Shakie, 
arrived in California, having networked with oth¬ 
er Armenians to make the trip. Art was born in 
Pasadena later, and Nazareth was still doing any¬ 
thing to make a living for his growing family. 

He worked in “an Armenian grocery store, 
then a furniture factory. That wasn’t good e- 
noughr He knew he must get into business for 
himself, so he bought one-half of a rubbish 
business, and when his partner died, he pur¬ 
chased the other half. He ran the business with 
one truck for 49 years, was able to feed his 
family well and bought much property. 

Today, his son; Art, said, he is living off 
those investments very well and "he’s very gen¬ 
erous to the family. He blesses the day he step¬ 
ped fooUoff that boat into this great country. In 


fact, he feels that God shone down on him and 
his family. He never missed voting, even for 
school board.” 

He retired at age 72, and at age 90 came to 
live with Art and Beverly Artinian until a year 
ago when it became too difficult for him to get 
around without constant help. He lives at the 
Lopez home in Sierra Madre and is very happy 
there. 

Nazareth was married for 60 years when his 
wife, Marie, died in 1978. His daughter, Shakie, 
died in 1^83 at the age of 62. 

He was born in Hadjin, Turkey, a little 
mountain village, and was adopted by an aunt 
and uncle. (He had a brother who died in Egypt, 
his home, when he was in his 90s.) He attended 
Presbyterian Missionary School and was able to 
follow his brother at St. Paul University, Tarsus, 
Turkey. It was there that he received his high 
school and college training. 


Nazareth became a high school teacher in 
Turkey, teaching history. It was a very elevated 
position there, equivalent to an M.D. or Ph.D. 
degree. 

After World War I, because of his multi¬ 
language abilities (he spoke French, English, 
Arabic, Turkish and Armenian), the French and 
British used his talents for translating. One of his 
jobs was to organize Armenian refugees out of 
Turkey. Because of his connections with ships’ 
captains in his job, he was able to flee Greece 
with his family and follow the refugee route, 
also, coming to the United States in 1920. 

What does this talented, handsome and 
charming gentleman do all day? We hope any¬ 
thing he wants to do. He loves personal contact, 
said his son, and enjoys talking. Actually, his 
favorite pastime is playing gin rummy, and he 
and Art have a go .at that every day. 

He has two vices: he smokes about a half a 


pack of cigarettes per day and he loves sweets. In 
fact. Art said, he enjoys syrup and jams on top of 
his breakfast eggs. The only slight problem is 
that his circulation is deficient because of the 
smoking. 

Nazareth has a glass of wlrie with dinner and 
makes sure he is eating food while he drinks his 
wine.,On holidays, he enjoys bourbon and 7- 
up. 

Because Mr. Artinian’s eyesight and hearing 
"aren’t what they used to be," he doesn’t enter 
into conversation much. He just basks in having 
his family around him. 

"If I’d he one-half the ftther he is, I would 
be glad. He would lay down (lis life for his fam¬ 
ily," Art said, looking affectionately at his father. 
He is a deeply religious man. 

In a nutshell: drink and tmoke little, work 
hard, love your family and Gpd. It has worked 
for Nazareth Artinian. Who ar( we to say it isn’t 
the perfect way to live?

Most of the heroes 
honored at the Nov. 7 
post-fire potluck at the 
Page family home on 
Fairpoint Street off 
Sierra Madre Villa were 
local residents. No sur¬ 
prise—Fairpoint Street 
has been building a 
comprehensive Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch program 
since 1985. In other 
words, Fairpoint was' 
prepared. Self-suffi¬ 
cient. 

The neighborhood op¬ 
erates as a true com¬ 
munity. While homes 
on adjacent streets were 
burned to the ground, 
not one Fairpoint house 
was harmed. No one 
was- injured. 

"This is the neatest 
neighborhood I’ve ever 
been to," says Monique 
Hehman, the newest 
Fairpoint Street home- 
owner, aboard since 
August. It’s no wonder. 
Neighborhood Watch on 
Fairpoint revolves a- 
round more than a few 
pair of high-power bi¬ 
noculars. It’s a multi¬ 
faceted way of life to 


which most all of the 
residents are strongly 
attached and committed. 

"Noboby’s moving 
out of here, I tell you," 
says Dora Page, elected 
captain of the watch and 
active organizer of 
many of the street’s 
activities. 

The families qf Fair- 
point have bonded to¬ 
gether for both major 
and minor emergencies^' 
home security, safety, 
traffic management, 
street improvements, 
flood control, common 
property improvement, 
and pest management, 
as well as welcome/ 
farewell parties, holiday 
gatherings, birthday 
celebrations, carpools, 
emotional support, pet 
finding, and dispute 
resolution. The group is 
presently organizing 
"Phoenix showers" for 
families on neighboring 
streets who lost every¬ 
thing in the fires. Fair- 
point also has a phone 
tree and a special "safe 
house" designated for 
local children in the 
event of emergencies of 


lock-out from their own 
homes. 

Organized in 1985 in 
response to a minor 
theft in one of the 
homes, Fairpoint’s 
watch is managed by 
telephone, informal 
exchanges and at least 
two multipurpose neigh¬ 
borhood gatherings per 
year. With over 60 res¬ 
idents in total, the 
program is geared t6- 
ward building cohe- 
siveness as a community 
and reducing reliance on 
public sector services 
such as police and fire. 
Clearly, the group has 
become very resource¬ 
ful. 

Page emphasizes, 
"This is not a home¬ 
owner’s association! We 
don’t have bylaws, or 
rules, or regulations. 
There are no politics or 
regularly scheduled 
meetings." 

"Fairpoint’s neighbor¬ 
hood watch is a close 
knit family,” she main¬ 
tains, herself a mother 
of two at the age of 40, 

Fairpoint’s accom¬ 
plishments include the 


following: 

• Saving 17 homes in 
the recent fires, utilizing 
local volunteers to sup¬ 
plement L.A. County 
firefighters. 

• Establishing a work¬ 
ing emergency plan for 
all residents, with a 
phone tree, safe house, 
resource bank, and 
"safe rooms" in every 
household. 

• Developing a neigh¬ 
borhood. education pro¬ 
gram , with presentations 
by the Altadena sheriff 
on home security and 
(forthcoming) U.S. For¬ 
estry Service on sand¬ 
bagging for flood con¬ 
trol. 

• Providing emergency 
assistance to families in 
need, ranging from 
clothing and household 
goods to monetary con¬ 
tributions and household 
furnishings. 

• Upgrading neighbor¬ 
hood property for in¬ 
creased safety, security 
and conservation, with 
new. custom street¬ 
lights, speed bumps, 
roofing, and street 


signs. 

• Creating an environ¬ 
ment of care and emo¬ 
tional support through 
active communication 
and transportation assis¬ 
tance. 

• Providing for home 
security during vacation 
periods through a sys¬ 
tem of out-of-town a- 
lerts. 

• Building ai) informal 
"network of care" and 
personal support for 
children and handicap¬ 
ped/elderly residents. 

• Uniting the neighbor¬ 
hood with an active soc¬ 
ial network including 
frequent group activi¬ 
ties. 

Page maintains that 
Fairpoint’s watch has 
been relatively simple to 
organize, given the high 
degree of cooperation 
among residents. She is 
available to assist other 
neighborhoods in their 
organizing process, and 
may be reached at 798- 
4788.

At home with his wife, 
and cat on Victoria 
Lane in Sierra Madre, 
Borodovsky has devel¬

Further¬ 
more, the man who 
graduated high school in 
Hollywood with Steph¬ 
anie Powers and Linda 
Evans is healthfully 
willing to admit he has 
a weaknesses for food. 
Good thing—the season¬ 
ings he sells on a net¬ 
work basis rank high in 
America’s culinary re¬ 
naissance. (Find his sea¬ 
sonings highlighting the 
finest dishes from the 
Pacific Rim, Cajun 
country, Thai territor¬ 
ies, and the American 
Southwest.) 

"My favorite thing is 
eating," he emphasizes, 
a sampler of his own 
product line including, 
ironically, the Equi-

System. Borodovsky al¬ 
so represents a line of 
environmentally com¬ 


patible Greenway pro¬ 
ducts, created by Jim 
Whitaker, the man who 
discovered two pounds 
of debris while scaling 
Mount Everest. 

Greenway is now in 
its second year, selling 
through a network of 
800 part-time environ¬ 
mentalists/entrepre¬ 
neurs. Borodovsky likes 
them, he says, because 
the products do the job, 
smell good, are strong 
on safety, and are hu¬ 
mane to animals (no 
testing, no by-products). 

He and his wife, 
Grace, work out of their 
home, distributing vari¬ 
ous herbal remedies, 
botanical oils, body 
scrubs, and nutrition 
systems. Is this a line of 
work that falls in line 
with Borodovsky’s ec¬ 
lectic background? (He 
admits he is also a 
third-degree Mason.) 

"Of course, my back¬ 
ground has a tremen¬ 
dous impact," he says. 


Borodovsky chimes in 
that he adores concerts, 
and owns over 100 CDs 
and tapes. He is a par¬ 
ticular lover of the 
Greek performer Nana 
Mascouri, and has ap¬ 
peared as an extra in 
two of his friends’ 
films. His California- 
born, Lutheran wife of 
20 years has lived with 
him here in Sierra Mad¬ 
re for seven years.
